There are more than five thousand 
Sunday Schools in Ontario, almost 
fifty per cent. of the entire number 
throughout the Dominion of Canada. 

One hundred years ago the first Sun- 
day School in Ontario was organized 
(Oct., 13)1) in the village of Elizabeth- 
town,now Brockville city. The school 
wis organized by Rev. William Swart, 
who came to this country in response 
to wu call from a Missionary Committee 
instead of going to India as he had or- 
iginally planned, 

The outgrowth of this first Sunday 
School is the strong and vigorous con- 
gregation of the First Presbyterian 
Church, Brockville. They are housed 
in u splendid church edifice on the cor- 
ner of the City Central Square, 

In view of the local celebration in 
Ocrober, which will climax in the hold- 
ing of the forty-sixth annual conven- 
tiun of the Ontario Sunday School As- 
sociation, the building has been thor- 
oughly renovated and the organ re- 
built.

Trainmen Hurt 

Smith’s Falls, Sept, 28.—A rear-end 
collision between two freight trains 
occurred on the C.P.R. between Have- 
luck and Norwood at an early hour 
this morning. Considerable damage 
was done to the two trains, and some 
of the trainmen were injured, though 
it is said not seriously. 
‘Tiaffic was tied up for about four 
hours before the track could be cleared. 


On Friday, Frank Hubbell, a highly- 
respected farmer, living on the town 
liue about three miles west of Stirling, 
was grinding the knives of a corn- 
cutter on an emery wheel, which was 
being driven at a high rate of speed 
hy the thrashing engine. Without 
warning the wheel broke into frag- 
ments, which were hurled in every 
direction with terrific foree. The 
knives were thrown directly into the 
face of Mr, Hubbell, who was holding 
them on the wheel. So great was the 
force with which they were driven 
that they penetrated the brain. One 
large fragment of the wheel struck 
Mr. Hubbell on the leg and the limb 
was crushed, 

Drs. Potts and Zwick were sum- 
moned with all speed from the village, 
but the victim was past all hope of 
mortal aid. All that could be done 
was to administer sedatives to relieve 
the terrible agony the patient was suf- 
fering. Death ensued about four 
hours after the accident. Mr. Hubbell 
was abont forty-five years of age.

LIGHT OF THE FIREFLY. 


Experiments That Demonstrated How 
the Glow Is Produced. 

To find out just how and why the 
tiny firefly is able at wili to transform 
Itself into a living lamp a series of 
very interesting and instructive ex- 
periments have just been conducted 
by . Alexander McDermott and 
Charles G. Crane of the hygienic tab- 
qratory of the United States public 
health and hospital service in Wash- 
ington, says the New York World. 
The investigation necessarily called 
for considerable delicate microscropical 
study of the light producing organs 
of the firefly. lt was found that the 
insect produces its ight by oxidation— 
that is, by practical combustion. ‘These 
organs are traversed by tubes con- 
tinuous with those used for breathing, 
and the investigation found evidence 
that air is drawn into the organs of 
the firefly every time {t wants to Il- 
luminate itself and its surroundings. 
The luminous organ is divided into

two distinct layers, the inner one be- 
ing white and opaque und serving “ee 
a reflector, the outer being yellowish 
and translucent and containing the 
actual light producing mechanism. 
The luminous orguns are penetrated 
from the interior of the insect out- 
ward by innumerable tubes which 
ramify within the true luminous tissue, 
running diagonally outward and finally 
uniting with the breathing tubes or 
windpipes, with which they are ap- 
parently identical. When the firefly 
wants to strike a light it takes a deep 
breath, drawing in the air through the 
breathing tracheae and forcing it 
through the tine passages or tubes in 
its photogenic tissue, where the oxy- 
gen of the air is consumed in a bio- 
logical oxidation. The firefly and other 
tiny insects capable of self illumina- 
tion are now known to possess a fluor- 
escent material. It is the action of the 
inhaled oxygen upon this fluorescent 
material that produces the glow.

Late last 
night the new appeal had not reached 
the British Government, and there is 
little to indicate that the attitude of 
the Powers has undergone any change. 

Out of a perfect maze of conflicting 
Tumors and reports, it is utterly im- 
possible at the present stage to sift 
the grains of truth concerning the 
opening days of the Turco-Italian war, 
It appears even doubtful whether 
there has been any actual occupation 
of Tripoli, and it is practically cer- 
tain that there has been no bombard- 
ment by the Italian warships. 

It seems almost certain that the re- 
ported destruction of the Turkish fleet 
is untrue. In fact, the only result of 
the first three days’ hostilties which 
can be vouched for, is the destruction 
of the Turkish destroyers by the Duks 
of Abruzzi’s ships off Prevesa. The 
Tripoli cable is closely sealed, so thas 
it is impossible for the outside world 
to know what is going on there. 

Rome Denies Invasion.

No. 10 is a somewhat sombre room 
and is fitted: with desks similar to 
those to be found in the manager's 
Toom of a bank. When Mr. Balfour 
was Premier he had a grand pianu 
piaced in this department. It stood 
close to the door with keyboard in- 
vitingly open, so that the First Lord 
of the Treasury could at any moment 
Soothe hfs harassed brain with the 
songs of Mendelssohn or the melo- 
‘dious movements of Beethoven.

‘Tn this way the papers are prevented 
from falling into the hands of strang- 
ers or members of Parliament who 
are not in the Cabinet. 

‘Now and again it is found neces- 
Sary to print copies of a ‘secret’ which 
comes up for discussion at a meeting 
of the Cabinet. The document is cut 
up into many small pieces and dis- 
tributed among a goodly number of 
compositors in the Government print- 
ing works, each of whom scts up his 
little piece, and the little piece may 
Tapresent only a dozen lines of type. 
When all the fragments are in type 
a highly trusted official collects both 
the copy and the type and puts the 
latter together. The printing of the

USES FOR WOOD SCRAPS. 


Formerly Wasted Is Now 
Considered Valuable, 

In these days of high priced lumber 
‘he utilization of the small pieces of 
‘vood formerly considered of little or 
10 value assumes considerable tmpor- 
‘unce, The Woodworker gives a num- 
ber of uses for these scraps. 

Some furniture makers glue together 
small clear pleces down to one inch 
wide and one foot long and find that 
they serve very well for the interior 
framework of bureaus, chiffoniers, 
sidebvards and similar articles, 

Wheelwrights save the ends cut from 
spokes and sbape them in lathes for 
chisel, gimlet, auger and other small 
tool bandles. Wagon builders occa- 
sionally make use of scraps of hard 
woods for Uning brake blocks. Susb 
and blind makers save their scraps for 
the matcb factories, or if the pieces 
are large enough they are worked into 
corner blocks, rose\ blocks and balus- 
ters. 

Coopers recut broken or defective 
stuves of the larger sizes and make

headings are economically manutfac- 
tured in that way. Occasionally de- 
fective staves and headings are made 
into dowels. Basket makers save the 
cores from which veneer bas been cut 
and saw them into thin slats for bas- 
kets and crate covers, 

Brush manufacturers have made 
some headway in using waste from 
furniture factories, but the pieces are 
of so many sizes and of such irregular 
shapes that success has been only par- 
tial. A small porch chair shop bas

But it is expected that 
as soon as the work is completed the 
restored garden ot Eden will be readi 
ly Sold for thirty-eight millions, and 
there will be, in addition, all the tn 
dustrial development and prosperity 
that foilow upon successful coloniza- 
tion.—Pearson’s Weekly. _ 


A FORTUNE GOES BEGGING. 
It’s Yours if You Cam Discover a Bar- 
naclo Proof Ship Coat. 

There is a fortune awaiting anybody 
clever enough to discover some sub- 
stance to which barnacles will not ad- 
here and which 1s also cheap and suit 
able for covering the bottoms of ships, 
for barnacles are the bane of ocean go- 
ing steamers. They begin to attach 
themselves to tho hull below the water 
Iine directly after launching, and ip a 
little over a year owing to their num- 
bers double the quantity of coal has to 
be burned to drive the ship through 
the water at the same rate of speed 
as when the bottom was clean. It is 
therefore cheaper to dock ships at 
least once in every six months, costly 

though this process is. 

Recently an invention has been pnt- 
ented in England which aims at cover- 
ing ships’ bottoms witb specially pre 
pared glass. Barnacles cannot adhere 
to ordinary glass, but the difficulty up 
till now in attaching this substance to 
the steel plates of a ship is that the 
expansion of the steel breaks the glass 
whenever a rise in temperature occurs, 

The same thing happens in regard to 
procelain, which has been tried witb 
good results so long as the ship does 
not venture near the tropics. Directly 
this happens, however, the porcelain 
bottom splits in all directions, great 
flakes peel off and the last state of that 
ship is worse than the first. 

Experiments have also been made 
with alzen, a newly discovered alloy of 
aluminium and zine, but it was found 
that the barnacles took to this even 
more readily than to the ordinary steel! 
or iron.--Pearson's Weekly. 


Warning About Washing Greens, 

When preparing greens especially of 
the wild variety, nothing should be 
taken for granted since invisible worms 
are very difficult to dislodge. After 
washing them almost leaf by leaf and 
through several waters, if you will let 
them xtaud an hour or more in strong 
salt water, you, may be surprised to 
find that more worms, stupetied by the 
salt, have dropped to the bottom of the 
pan, when, but for this precaution, 
their presence would have remained 
undiscovered. — Good Housekeeping 
Magazine. 


Japanese Consus on European Lines. 

The Japanese are going to take their 
next census according to European 
methods. A Japnnese professor from 
the University of Tokyo is now in 
Rome with a view to studying the tak- 
ing of the Italian census. He knows 
Italian as perfectly as a native. [He 
has already been in Berlin and Vienna 
with o similar object.

TERRIBLE ACCIDENT 
AT QUEENSBORO 


Mr. Walter Gray Probably 
Fatally Injured 


What may prove a fatal run- 
away accident happened at 
Queensboro on Monday after- 
noon, about 5.30 o'clock. Mr. 
Walter Gray and his man were 
hauling in potatoes in bags, and 
the last load was being driven 
in by Mr. Gray when, by some 
means he was thrown between 
the horses and the wagon, caus- 
ing the spirited team to run 
away. 

Just how it happened is not 
known, as the man had started 
to walk across the fields, and 
first knew of the accident by 
hearing Mr. Gray call to the 
team, and then saw them run- 
ning down the road, He found 
Mr. Gray lying unconscious in 
the road with his skull crushed 
in above the right eye, and the 
back of his head also badly in- 
jured. Drs. Harrison and Eag- 
leson were quickly summoned 
and the suffering man made as 
comfortable as possible, por- 
tions of the broken skull being 
removed from the brain. At 
last reports he was resting eas- 
ily, but little hope is held out 
for his recovery, owing to the 
very serious nature of his 
wounds, Mr. Gray is a prosper- 
ous farmer, living about half a 
mile from Queensboro village.

This property now 
represents a choice residentin] district 
and is just being put on the market.

Oxygen and Hydrogen. 

Oxygen gas was discovered by Dr. 
Priestley about Aug. 1, 1774. Turquet 
de Mayeme discovered the inflamma- 
bility of hydrogen in 1656. In 1766 
Cavendish proved hydrogen to be an 
elementary body, and in 1781 he and 
Watt first showed that in the combi- 
nation of this gas with oxygen, which 
takes place when it is burnt, water is 
produced. Later Lavoisir decomposed 
water with its elements and gave hy- 
drogen its present name, instead of its 
old one of inflammable air.

Boots and Shoes, 

Boots are supposed to have been the 
invention of the Carians. They were 
mentioned by Homer 907 B. O. Gre- 
cian wome. possessed tiventy-two 
kinds of foctgear. which may he 
classed as those which cover all the 
foot up to the ankle and those which 
simply tied on the top of the foot with 
wide ribbons or straps. The practice 
of-shoe and sandal wearing can be 
tracked back for some thousands of 
years and is probably of eastern ori- 
gin. Frequent mention is made of the 
shoe in the Bible, from the Book ot 
Exodus to the Acts, and there is men 
tion made of a shoe latchet as early 
as the time of Abraham. 


A Mexican Mountain People. 

In the more inaccessible parts of 
the Sierra Madre mountains in north 
ern Mexico live a curious people cult 
ed the Tarahuamaris. Many of therm 
dwell in caves, but they have alse 
small villages, all of them about 8,000 
feet ubove sea level. The Tarahute 
maris are small in body, but possess 
ed of much endurance. Their only 
food is maize, and they manufacture 
a drink called teshuin from the same 
cereal. Their language is limited to 
about 300 words, and they cannot 
count beyond ten.—Scientific Ameri-

Canadian Game Laws 


The following extracts from the] 
Game Laws of Ontario should be noted | 
with care ;— | 

Sunduy—No person shall on the 
Lord's day hunt, take, kill or destroy 
any game or use any gun or other en- 
gine for that purpose. 

Open seasons — Grouse, phensants, 
prairie fowl or partridge.from the 15th 
day of October to the 15th day of Noy- 
ember, 

Woodcock—From the Ist day of Oc- 
tober to the 15th day of November. 

Black and grey squirrels—From the 
15th ot November to Ist of December, 

Ducks of all kinds—Snipe, rail, plov- 
er or any other waders, from the 15th 
day of September to the lath of Dec- 
ember. 

Hare:—From the Ist day of October 
to the 15th day of December. 

Any person committing any offence 
under this Act in respect to above is 
subject to a fine not exceeding $50,and 
not less than $5, for each offence, to- 
gether with the costs. And in default 
of immediate payment the offender 
shall be imprisoned in the common 
jail of the county for a period not ex- 
ceeding three months,

HOW WESTERN TOWNS GROW 


A tew years ago ywhen the ‘Canadian 
Northern mapped out its road on the 
line which now connects Winnipeg 
with Edmonton, it seemed wise to ex- 
tend the survey as far as possible with- 
out sacrificing directness along the 
banks of the Saskatchewan river, 
Not only would the easiest grades be 
thus obtained, but all this fertile vgl- 
ley would immediately be made acces- 
sible to the farmer and producer,—no 
small element in the plans of the big 
railway, 

Across the river from the old town 
of Battleford, which even now num- 
bers only 1.200 people, was decided to 
establish the Central Divisional Point 
of the railroad. The distance from 
terminals was right. The location 
was right, and it seemed natural to 
suppose that there would grow up 
here a distributing centre for all sur- 
vounding country, the potential rich- 
ness of which had been proven by the 
few farmers already located in the 
neighborhood, The territory north of 
the river belongs to this central point, 
which has since become well fitted to 
deyelop it. The town was called 
North Battleford, and from a spot on 
the surveyor’s map it has grown in 
six years to a live town of 2,600 people, 
with municipally owsed waterworks, 
electric light, power and sewage 
system. It has grown to be a power 
in the community,—to dominate the 
outlying country through its natural 
facilities and its convenience as a dis- 
tributing centre. 

North Battleford has not been sub- 
ject to the sub-diyision craze. Enough 
property has been laid out to supply 
the requirements of the growing city. 
As in most cases, lots have been laid 
out a little in advance of growth and 
building.

Whistling Pyrometer. 

Martins Costa of the polytechnic 
schoo! of Rio de Janeiro has invented 
an acoustic pyrometer for measuring 
the temperature inside an oven or 
furnace which possesses some novel 
features. It consists of two whistles 
so connected by rubber tubes that they 
can be blown simultaneously. One 
whistle is placed in the furnace, the 
other outside. The action of the in- 
strument depends upon the fact that 
by properly arranging the respective 
Jengths of the sonorous tubes of the 
to whistles both will give the same 
note when one ts cold and the other 
heated to a certain temperature. If 
the whistle inside the furnace gives a 
lower note than the one outside the 
temperature is too low; if it gives a 
higher pote the temperature is too 
high; if the two give the sanie note 
the temperature is exactly that re 
quired.

Light on the Immigration Problem 

| Those attending the Presbyterian 
church last Sunday evening had the 
/opportunity of hearing Mr. George 
Tester, a graduate of the Toronto 
| Bible Training School,give an addvess, 
He told how the Bible Society, by 
whom he is employed as colporteur, is 
trying to grapple with the problem of 
an ever-increasing tide of immigration 
to our shores, About 1,200 arrive 
daily. To these ‘strangers within 
our gates” an attempt is made to 
supply them with God’s Word, in 
whole or part, in their own tongue. 
To accomplish this the Society has 
issued some 20 different Diglot editions 
of the Gospels at a great expense. 
These have the English.on one side of 
the page and the French, German or 
Italian, as the case may be, on the 
other, He showed one in Galician (or 
Ruthenian) by way of example. He 
said that in Canada thére were at least 
110 different languages used, and that 
only in some 20 or 25 could the Gospel 
be preached by word of mouth. The 
Bible Society, however, issued the 
every one of these 
tongues, at cost price. He concluded 
his remarks by telling a few interest- 
ing occurrences that happened to him 


while doing colporteur work in On-

The afternoon session was short, as 
a,number wished to leave on the early 
train, Mr, Keyes discussed the value 
and lack of sentiment in Senior Read- 


ing. 

Naanectos Mackintosh expressed his 
pleasure at seeing 95 teachers present 
of the 99 in Centre Hastings. He ex-

THE DANCE WAS ORPIc 
RELIGIOUS PRACTICE. 


Antique Ceremonies Were Closely Con 


nected With the Church Until the 
Sixteenth Century—Egyptian Paint- 
Ing of 3,000 B.C. Are te Earliest 
Representations In Existence of the 


Terpsichcrean Art. 


‘1e origin of dancing may be said 

‘to be lost in the mists of antiquity. 

That is the idea to be derived from 

an interesting little volume, entitled 

“The Dance,” by “An Antiquary” and 

adorned with historic illustrations of 

dancing from 3,300 B.C. to 1911 A.D. 

Dancing is probably one of the old- 
eat arts, seeing that as soon as man 

/was man, he doubtless began to gestic- 

ulate with his face, body and limbs. 

/s a general rule antique dancing was 

closely connected with religious cer- 

emonies, a connection which was 
maintained up to the sixteenth cen- 
tury and still found in some countries. 

It is curious to remember this fact 

when it recalled how dancing has been 

d-nounced by many churches and re- 
ligious denominations at different 
times. 
he evrliest representation of danc- 
ing are found, says the author in cer- 
tain Egyptian paintings of about 3,000 
B.C., ana some of the posters and 
figures have been handed down to the 
resent time. Among the Greek danc- 
1; was in the first place part of a 
religious rite, and with music it form- 
‘ed the lyric art. But there were also 
gymnastic or military dances such as 
‘the Pyrrhic dance, which seems to 
have been regarded as a useful kind 
of drill, and tne Dorians considered 
their suocess in battle was due to the 
celerity and training acquired in the 
practice of this dance. This Pyrrhic 
‘dance was introduced into Rome by 
jJulius Cacar. Under the Impire, 
jhowever, dancing degenera:ad, and Ti- 
‘berius bolished the Saturnalia end 
exiled the teachers in dancing, but 
without much improvement to the 
manners and morals of the time. 

Yancing was admitted in connection 
with religious ceremonies in the Chris 
tian church at an early date, and stil! 
itakes place at certain festivals in 
‘Seville Cathedral. It was forbidden 
at Paris by Archbishop Odo in the 
{12th century. 

Dancing as we understand it, as a 
{form of social --tercourse .nd amuse- 
‘ment, is’ of much later origin than 
‘the religious and ceremonial art; it 
rscems to have taken its place among 
‘the social amusements towards the 
end of the thirteenth century. One of 
‘the most important early works on 
‘dancing was written by a reverent 
‘ecclesiastic, the Canon of Langres, 
‘who recommended the study of the art 
fas a means of developing strength 
‘and good manners and courtesy. The 
latter seems to have been in need of 
‘encouragement, to judge from some of 
tthe worthy canon’s recommendations. 
{For instance, he writes: “Hold the 
‘head and body straight, have a count- 
‘emnance of assurance, spit and cough 
‘little, and, if necessity compels you, 
,turn your face the other side, and use 
a beautiful white handkerchief. Talk 
‘graciously in gentle and honest speech, 
neither letting your hands hang as if 
‘dead or too full of gesticulation. Be 
dressed cleanly, ‘avec la chausses bien 
tiree et l’escarpin propre’.” 

The modern ball owes its origin to 
the Court of France, and, indeed, the 
modern ballet also. The Court balls 
of Louis XIII. and Louis XIV. at 
Versailles were really gorgeous ballets 
of astonishing splendor. Of course, 
the beginning of the theatrical ballet 
are to be found in a very remete anti- 
quity; there were choruses of dancers 
in early Egypt as well as in Greek 
drama. In Italy a kind of ballet arose 
in the fourteenth century and from 
Italy under the influence of Catherine 
de Medicis the ballet came to France. 

The ballet was only introduced into 
England in 1734 when two French 
dancers made a great success at Coy- 
ent Garden in ‘‘Ariadne and Galatea.” 
Among the most famous dancers of 
the last century were Mlle, Taglioni, 
and Fanny Elssler; while at the pres. 
ent day equally great performers haga 
arisen in Mlle. Adeline Genee and 
Mile, Anna Pavlova. One of the great- 
est changes that has taken place in 
the ballet has been the continually in- 
creasing speed of the dancing. ‘The 
jmusic and dancing of the original 
Court ballets were slow and stately. 
‘Lulli, however, who composed much of 
\the seventeenth century, introduced 
much more rapid movements, and this 
‘tendency has continued. The “Anti- 
quary’’ concludes his interesting 
sketch of the development of the dance 

with an allusion to the “bare-foot”’ 
dancing which leapt so suddenly into 
fashion and of which he has not a 
high opinion. He remarks rather 
seathingly that it is “sham antique,” | 
and adds that “the idea that running 
# Jut the stage in diaphanous cos- 
tumes with conventional mimicry and 
arm action, is classic or beautiful is al 
mistake; the term acathetic may cov- 
er, but not redeem it. There is not 
even the art of the ordinary ballet-| 
dar or discernible in these proc 
ings.””

When France decided to al h 
the pain of death, a large number of 
Apaches were apparently genuinely 
distressed because the guillotine with 
its publicity seemed a fitting end for 
their careers Vanity drives them to 
buy copies of the papers which have 
accounts of their crime. This hus 
helped the police on many an occa- 
sion. In spite of the danger the crim- 
inal cannot re°':t the temptation to 
earry around with him a description 
of his deeds. More than that, they 
actually boast of them in public nt 
times and are brought to arrest this 
way. 

Their imprudence is a characteristic 
which, of course, helps the police ex- 
tremely. They have read again and 
again about finger prints serving as 
marks of identification, yet the lower 
class cannot refrain from eating and 
drinking what they find in the house 
they may rob. They know that their 
fingers will leave marks, but they do 
not care. They are gamblers who do 
not think of the future. 

They are imprudent in other ways, 
too. They send foolish telegrams to 
each other, and one assassin dressed 
out his wife in the clothes and jewels 
of his victim. It is, indeed, a marked 
and very useful characteristic. 

It is not a question of forgetting so 
much as not stopping to think of the 
consequences, A curious example of 
this imprudence is their tendency to 
keep things like picture postcards. 
They like tattooing, and they like 
picture postcards, and both help the 
police on many an occasion. One man 
denied that he had been in Italy, but 
he was found to have a lot of pictures 
of that country, and was gravely com- 
promised thereby. In the same way 
they leave blotting paper about, and 
words thereon are put together.

DEDICATION OF MONUMENT. 


Date For That at Vicksburg Undecid- 
ed, but May Be April 16. 

The new monument erected in the 
Vicksburg national park in honor of 
the Union navy of the civil war prob- 
ably will be dedicated April 16 next 
year. That date, to which a deal of 
sentiment attaches, is under favorable 
consideration by the navy department. 
It was on April 16 that the army trans- 
ports in convoy of Admiral Porter's 
fleet passed Vicksburg prior to the 
capture of that city by the Union 
forces July 4, 1863. An advantage 0 
the date is the fact tbat the Missis- 
sippi river will then be at high water, 
permitting the passage up as far as 
Vicksburg of some of the large war- 
ships to participate in the dedication. 

Whe memorial is a granite obelisk 
202 feet high, with four bronze statues 
at the base, representing the naval 
commanders identified with the siege 
of Vicksburg—Farragut, Porter, Foote 
and Davis. The monument cost $200,-

Plants and Frost. 

A swedish botanist has propounded 
a new theory to explain the killing 
action of frost on plants as well as the 
fact that certain plants escape dam- 
age when others are destroyed. He 
observed that such plants as ceras- 
tium and viola, which survive the se- 
vere winters of Sweden, have the 
starch in their leaves replaced during 
the cold season by sugar. He then

| HERBERT G. SQUIRES DEAD 


A Former Madocer, who Won 
High Diplomatic Standing in 
the United States 


A despatch from New York dated 
October 21st says: 

* Word was received here to-day of 
the death in London yesterday of Her- 
bert G, Squires, army officer and dip- 
lomat, former U.S. Minister to Cuba 
and to Panama. Mv.Squires had been 
in failing health for the past two years, 
which he had spent largely cruising 
in his yacht in Huropean waters. His 
wife and daughter, who survive him, 
were with him at the end, and will 
shortly sail for this country bringing 
the body of the late diplomat with 
them,” 


The deceased will be remembered by 
many of the older Madoc citizens. He 
was a grandson of the late Richard 
Squires, an old Madoc citizen, anda 
nephew of the late Mrs, James Eng- 
lish, of Madoc township, His parents 
settled in the United States when he 
was ayoung man. He entered the 
U.S) army with the rank of lieuten- 
ant, where his ability soon won him 
distinction, and he afterwards filled 
many important positions in the dip- 
lomatic service of that country. Per- 
haps the most important work in his 
public capacity was during the Boxer 
rebellion in China some years ago 
when, as special representative of the 
United States, he acted in conjune- 
tion with the Brifish Consul in organ- 
izing the defence of the foreign resi- 
dents in Pekin, and successfully held 
their perilous position until Britieh 
and other troops arrived, and saved 
hundreds of English, American and 
European lives from being horribly 
massacred,

White Damp, Firedamp, Black Damp 
and the Fearful After Damp. 

“White damp is the gas most feared 
by the miners, for its properties ren- 
der it difficult to detect, inasmuch as 
it is tasteless, odorless and colorless 
and when mixed in the proportion of 
about one part gas to nine parts air is 
called ‘firedamp” and becomes explo- 
sive to a degree hard to realize unless 
one has seen its effects, 

Black damp, unlike white damp, is 
heayler than air, a nonexplosive gas 
which may be detected by its peculiar 
odor. Again, unlike the other, its ef- 
fect is to suffocate and extinguish fire. 
This gas is so heayy and moves with 
such a sluggish flow that occasional- 
ly, when miners have been trapped in 
a mine following an explosion and 
have detected the black damp creep- 
ing in upon them by its smell, they 
have been able to stop its advance by 
erecting dams or barricades along the 
floor, building them higher as the yol- 
ume of gas increased and keeping the 
air within their. little inclosure com- 
paratively clean by rude improvised 
fans. 

Following an explosion, these two 
gases become mingled and form a mix- 
ed gas, possessing all the dreaded 
qualities of each, which is known as 
“after damp,” and it is the mixture 
of gases which destroys any life that 
may remain following a mine disaster.

Eight Easy Stages of the Most Awful 
Kinds of Torture. 

The places of torment to which all 
wicked Buddhists are to be assigned 
on the day of final reckoning is a ter- 
rible place of punishment.

In the seventh stage the other side of 
the victim and his feet are roasted 
brown, and then comes the eighth and 
last stage, in which the candidate is 
thrown into the bottomless pit of 
perdition.

| Religious Leader Comes From 
Sea Perils to Jail. 


| Members of Holy Ghost Sect Arrive 
| In Portland, Me., After Four 
| Months of Terrible Privations 
} Which Seven Died of Scurvy and 
| Ship Was Half Full of Water— 

Rev. Frank W. Sandford Arrested. 


| Portland, Me., Oct. 23.—As the cli- 
max to months of hardsbips, during 
which he and his little band of fol- 
lowers at times suffered from hunger 
and thirst as their yacht Coronet was 
buffeted about by sea and wind, the 

Rey, Frank W. Sandford, leader of the 
Holy Ghost and Us Society of Shiloh, 
| was brought to this city last night in 
the custody of the county authorities. 
| His arrest was made on a writ in a 
civil suit brought by Mrs. Florence N. 
Whittaker, wife of one of the Holy 
Ghost and Us leaders, who alleged 
that she was illegally detained aboard 
the Kingdom, formerly one of the 
Sandford fleet. She was released on 
habeas corpus proceedings in June, 
1910, and since then the authorities 
have been awaiting the appearance 
of Sandford within the jurisdiction of 
the state, that they might place him 
under arrest, 

When Sandford was brought ashore 
from the Coronet, which swings at 
anchor off the quarantine station, a 
wrecked and disabled craft, he was 
accompamied by the husband of the 
woman at whose instigation he was 
arrested, the Rev. A. A. Whittaker, 
The latter came ashore that he might 
assist in arraigning bail for his leader. 

Last night two men were brought 
ashore from the Coronet by the health 
authorities and placed in a local hos- 
ital, both suffering with scurvy. 
even others, six men and one child, 
died of the same disease and were 
buried at sea during the past few 
months, according to statements made 
by members of the crew. Many others 
have had touches of scurvy. | 
Not a sail of her original suit of 
canvas was left whole and there was 
a foot of water in the cabin when 
the Coronet entered the harbor and 
dropped anchor off the quarantine sta- 
tion yesterday. Her flying jibboom, 
both her jibs and foresails were car- 
ried away in recent storms, and her 
mainsail was split to ribbons. The 
pumps were being worked continually. 
In the vessel's larder there was not 


In 


a loaf of bread and no fresh meat had 


passed the lips of any of the religious 
seafarers for many days. So exhaust- 
ed and weakened were the crew and 
passengers that it is doubtful if they 
could have kept their craft afloat for 
many days. — 

The Coronet has been at sea since 
June 27, when she sailed from a Hay- 
tien port, and was last reported on 
Sept. 27, when she was sighted by the 
steamer Lapland, flying signals which 
indicated that she was short of pro- 
visions. The Lapland sent relief and 
then proceeded. At that time the 
Coronet was off Cape Sable. For the 
last week ‘the staunch craft has been 
beating her way along the coast, her 
erew despairing her ability to reach 
port. 

On board were fifty-five people, in- 
and his 
wife and five children. Besides the 
thirty-one survivors of the wreck of 
the barkentine Kingdom, there were 
twenty-four persons who were on the 
Coronet when she left Maine waters. 
The party included eleven children, 
ranging in ages from four to sixteen 
years, and just nineteen able-bodied 
men, 

Worn by the terrible hardships of 
months at sea, half-starved and with 

faces emaciated, it was a ghastly 

looking company of seafarers which 

confronted the boarding party at. 
quarantine. For seven days the men 

and women have been working inces- 
santly at the pumps, in reliefs of three 
watches and this terrible labor in 
their weakened condition had reduc- 
ed even the strongest of the crew to 
mere skeletons as compared with for- 
mer selves, 

While they worked at the pumps, 
man and woman prayed incessantly. 
In the storm every small boat was 
smashed to kindling wood, and if the 
yacht had foundered, the Shilohites 
would all have perished without a 
chance to, save themselves, 

The Coronet, which more than 
twenty years ago defeated the 
schooner-yacht Dauntless in a race 
from Sandy Hook to Queenstown, has 
been battered by many seas since she 
left Portland in 191). When asked 
where she had been, the sailing mas- 
ter, H. F. Witham, replied: “Every

REAL SECRET OF FLIGHT. 


Acroplanes May Have to Bo Fitted 
With Movable Wings. 

Two German physicists. doing some 

experimenting for the Smithsonian tno- 


stitution, tell us that we are as yet” 


off the line of the real secret of tight. 
says the Century Path. Fixed wings 
are a provisiona! makeshift and must, 
one would say, inevitably Involve the 
denth of every aviator who trusts him- 
self to them for a sufficient nuniber of 
flights. He must some time come to a 
place in the air where an upward and 
downward current are passing each 
other. If, as is sometimes certain, be 
has one wing in one of these and the 
other in the other bis death is assured. 

There must be a positive lifting pow- 
er in the wings if safety ts to be se- 
cured in this kind of flight. The wings 
must beat like those of an insect or a 
bird—the former, Drs. von Lendenfeld 
and Ritter say. And, we should say, 
there must be an automatically acting 
arrangement by which either wing can 
when necessary deliver a more power- 
ful stroke or more rapid strokes than 
the other. 

They studied the blowfly in particu- 
lar, finding its wings to be a double’ 
membrane between whose layers is a 
supporting system of hollow tubes ra- 
diating from the joint and connected 
with cross pleces. ‘fhe movement is 
directly downward and toward the 
end of the stroke a little forward. 
The upcome, which is slower, is a lit- 
tle backward, making the front halt 
of the lower loop of a figure 8 and 
then the binder half of the upper loop. 
In this the wing becomes a little ver- 
tical so as to oppose its back to an air 
current on which the insect is flying.

CORK CENTER. BASEBALLS. 


The Effect of the Change From a Solid 
Rubber Core, ‘ 

“Outwardly the teu cent ball bears a 
close resemblance to the dollar ball; 
but, as every boy knows, there is a vast 
difference in the ‘life’ and durability 
of the two spheres. The center of the 
cheap ball is made of ground up car-~ 
pet rags closely pressed into a core by 
machinery. Over this core string is 
wound—a very little string compared 
to the quantity used in winding one of 
the professional league balls—and 
then the unfinisbed article is sent to 
the room where the women sewers 
put the cover on, the seam being 
drawn together by hand. 

“But the league ball is a very differ- 
ent product. In the first place, the con- 
struction of this ball has been under- 
going an evolution for years. At the 
present time there is much complaint 
from some who would have few runs 
and a quick game, on account of the 
way in which the batters are hitting 
this new cork center ball. The com- 
plaint is beard that the ball ts too fast 
and runs too frequent The explana- 
tion of the experts is that a ball hit on 
the ground with the new ball is no, 
faster than with the old one, but that 
a ball hit in the air goes farther, thus 
accounting for the great number of 
extra base hits made in recent years. 

“Some years ago the balls were made 
with cubber centers. Then, in response 
to a demand for more runs to make 
the game interesting to the spectators, 
the experiment was tried of making a 
ball with a small.piece of cork in the 
center, in the beart of the rubber core. 
This produced a Uttle of the desired 
effect, and every year from that time 
the relative sizes of the rubber and 
; the cork in the center of the spheres 

have been changed until the present

Many Causes For These Promoters of 
Railroad Wrecks. 

Among all the causes of railroad ac: 
cidents in the United States none ts 
mentioned with greater frequency than 
the broken rail 

Many causes are assigned, and, 
doubtless, many are contributory. AD 
excess of phosphorus not easily elim! 
nated by the Bessemer process by 
which nearly all American rails are 
made has been most commonly 
blamed, but some of the best mechan: 
ical engineers now regard this causeé 
as unimportant. Improper shape and 
a lack of pressure in rolling modern 
heavy rails proportionate to that whicb 
was ayailable for the lighter rails of 
the past are more important faults, 
An excess of carbon is another, 

Faults of shape usually consist in 
undue thinness of the web or shank of 
the rail and thinness of the base. The 
Gisproportion between these parts and 
the head of the rail tends to a Jack of 
uniformity in texture after cooling. 

Most important of all causes of 
broken rails is the strain imposed by 
the great welght and high speed of 
modern trains. Mechanical engineers 
believe that with the present style of 
rail the limit of safety is reached at 
an axle lond of 45,000 pounds, yet 
many trains considerably exceed that 

cure.

EDITING AN ENCYCLOPEDIA. 


Strenuous Times In Getting Out an 

Early French Work. 
Many adventures befell the French 
eighteenth century encyclopedia, More 
than once the production of that work, 
regarded by authority as revolution- 
ary, had been stopped, eight days of 
imprisonment in the Bastille for the 
printer being one incident. At the 
very last moment, after Diderot had 
corrected the final proofs, the printer 
and his foreman secretly slashed the 
articles right and left, cutting out 
everything that seemed even possibly 
dangerous, and burned tbe manu- 
seript. Diderot discovered the atroc- 
ity too lete when referring to one of 
his Own mutilated articles. But the 
Most remarkable point is that for 
years very few persons knew of what 
had happened, even the contributors 
remaining in ignorance, They had 
had enough of their own articles when 
writing them. 

Voltalre tells a pleasing story of 
Louis XV.'s conversion to the mer- 
its of the encyclopedia, according to 
the London Chronicle. The talk one 
night at a Trianon supper turned on 
sport and thence to gunpowder, as to 
the composition of which the party 
coukl not agree. Mme. de Pompadour 
lamented their all round ignorance. 
For instance, she herself did not know 
what her rouge was made of or how 
her silk hose were manufactured. 
“Tis a pity,” said the Duc de la Val- 
liere, “that his majesty confiscated our 
encyclopedias, which cost us 100 pis- 
toles.” 

The king recalled that he had a 
copy, and three valets were sent for 
the twenty-one volumes and staggered 
back with seven each. Gunpowder, 
rouge, silk stockings, were all found 


there. Some found answers to legal 
problems that troubled them. ‘The 
king discovered the rights of his 


crown set forth, and tn his satisfaction 
| he allowed the confiscated copies to be 
| returned,

Twenty years ago, the force, 
was, in many instances, no better than 
an undisciplined body of process serv- 
ers. But that has now all been chang- 
ed, and the Indian Constabulary can 
justifiably claim to be ranked high 
among the police force of the Empire. 
They number some 5,000 ofcers and 
180,000 men, Recruited from a multi- 
tude of castes, races and creeds, with 
demands of ¢ innumerable variety 
on their resources, and is. a country 
where the invitations to corruption 
are unexampled and the populace re- 
gard it as no part of their duty to 
assist the police, it is a marvel that 
they are as good as they are. ; 

The Indian police force is compris- 
ed of nine separate peouaele forces 

—apart from small bodies of police 
at the headquarters of certain politi. 
ea) agencies—each under the control 
of the Provincial Government con- 
cerned. The general organization as 
regards ranks and grades and the 
general principles of police duty are 
uniform throughout the country, but 
the conditions of service and pay vary 
in accordance with local circum: 
stances. The equipment and the train- 
‘ing of the fe « similarly has to be 
adapted to local requirements. Thus 
in some 2ountries the police have to 
be mounted—either on horses or cam- 
els such as in Sind, Rajputana, Cen- 
‘tral Inc.a and in parts of the Punjab 
and the United ~: vinees.

It is found that

a small aluminium band, first serap- 
ing off the bone so as to give a hard 
under surface for the metal to bear 
upon. It is best to use annealed 
metal in this case. The band lies an 
inch, or even two, over the fracture, 
thus forming a kind of sheath, 
Screws are used to fix the band in

The force in each district in- 
‘eludes different branches of the ser- 
‘vice, according to the local require- 
tments, such as armed, mounted, civil 
‘and river police, whilst in certain 
‘parts of the Empire, chiefly on the 
‘frontiers of the Empire, in Burma, 
_aud in unsettled tracts, military police 
battalions commanded and trained by 
officers from the Indian army, are 
maintained, 

A characteristic feature of the po- 
lice life in all parts of India is the 
fact that, whether on the frontiers of 
the Empire, in the forests of the Cen- 
tral Provinces, or on the waterways 
of Eastern Bengal, the Indian police 
officer’s life is throughout his career 
one of active out-door service; in 
which the very best and most manly 
qualifications, whether in connection 
with work or duty or sport, will have 
to _ be Brauany into play.

The declaration had also been ex- 
posed to strong sunlight while on ex- 
hibition at Philadelphia in 1876 and at 
the Chicago exposition in 1893. 

The documents are kept in a light 
steel case that would offer only slight 
resistance to beat and fire. Each page, 
is hermetically sealed between two 
panes of glass, which are then bound 
in wooden frames of highly polished’ 
oak.
